RIOHMOND, Ind., Aug. 25.—Nathaniel

a full confession of that and other bloody 
acts of his career, and will be hanged to- 
morrow in the jail yard. 
He Bay^ he 
found his wife alone, and accusing her 
of adultery, choked her, while she begged 
for her life until she confessed it, he 
loosening his grip on her throat to allow 
her to talk, and tightening it when she 
attempted to scream. 
Finally she made 
a terrible effort to scream and he struck 
her on the right side of her neck with all 
his strength, after which she never 
spoke. 
Then he carried her to the 
kitchen and returned to the bedroom to 
kill himself, but he had not the courage, 
and went back to the kitchen. 
Finding 
her with her head on a chair, but not 
dead, he struck her a terrible blow on 
the head with an ax handle, crushing 
her skull, and with a second resolve to 
kUl himself, returned to the bedroom, 
but again weakened. 
He returned to 
the kitchen to find her on her knees try- 
ing to raise her head, whereupon he cut 
her throat with his pocket knife. 
He 
also tells of striking a man with a sand 
bag at Gonnoil BlufEa, and, after robbing 
him of his mon^ throwing him under a 
wharf, where he froze t > death. 
He also 
confesses to bagging another man who 
still lives at Council Bluffs, mistaking 
him for a man who had money. 
He also 
tells of exploits in stealing cattle, as an 
operator in one wing of the Jesse James 
gang, and helping to hang a pal who 
threatened to blow, Vat he refuses to 
give names in these instances on account 
of his companions, who he says, still live 
there. 
Yesterday Rev. Father McMul- 
len, the venerable pastor of St. Mary's 
Catholic church, baptized Bates in the 
Catholic faith and will attend him on the 
scaffold.

How the Gtovemment Officials 
are Housed. 


[Special Conespondence.] 


NEW YORK, Aug. 23.—The French presi- 
dent, the French cabinet ministers and the 
other high state o£9cials, such aa the presi- 
dents of the senate and chamber of deputies, 
the prefect or governor of the department of 
the Seine, in which Paris is situated, and tiie 
director of the Bank of France, are so well 
housed that they can entertain in a way be- 
fitting their public station, no matter what 
their private fortune may be. 


In Washington a member of the cabinet 
often lives in a hotel or in some house whose 
rooms are so small that he would find trouble 
in accommodating a whist party, not to speak 
of the multitude that always responds to a 
public reception. About the same thing is 
true of the official world of London. But in 
Paris the situation is quite different. The re- 
public has inherited from the monarchy and 
empire a large number of palaces, some of 
which were constructed centuries ago to be 
the residence of princes of the blood, while 
others are of recent origin, and were built for 
this or that ministerial department. 
Thus, 
the Elysée, where President Grévy lives, dates 
from 1718, and has had as master or mistress 
Murat, Mme. de Pompadour, the great 
Napoleon, who retired here after Waterloo, 
and here signed his abdication ; Wellington, 
Alexander I and 
Alexander 
II. 
Louis 
Napoleon, when president, resided in the 
and it was in this same palace that he 
planned and executed the coup d'état that 
made him emperor. 
The president of the 
chamber is lodged in a wing of the Palais 
Bourbon, and the home of the Prince de 
Condé; while the Petit Luxembourg, the resi- 
dence of the president of the senate, has 
sheltered Louis XVIII, Napoleon and his 
brother Joseph. 


When Gambetta became president of the 
council a few years ago he created two or 
three new portfolios, and forthwith the gov- 
ernment provided the titularies with suitable 
official homes. For example, the minister of 
commerce was installed in the former embassy 
of Spain on the quay facing the Tuilleries, 
and thus it happens that M. Lockroy, the 
present minister of commerce and a member 
of the Victor Hugo family, a plain man of 
advanced democratic principles, is living In a 
mansion elegant enough for a prince. 


But the high officials of the French Repub- 
lic ai-e not simply provided with a roof and 
four walls. The same generous state fur- 
nishes the houses in the completest fashion. 
Carpets, curtains, chairs, pictures, dishes, 
kitchen utensils, liveried servants, bed linen, 
everything, in short, except what the minis- 
ter^ears and eats, is given him. , When he is 
offered a portfolio he ha.s simply to pack his 
trunk, call a cab and drive to the palace of 
which he is henceforth the master, and when 
the ministry of which he is a member falls he 
has only to pack the same trunk, take another 
cab and return to his old quarters. In each 
ministerial department there is a special bu- 
reau chargod with the business of looking 
after the material wants of the minister, buy- 
ing carpets ' when necessary, mending weak- 
backed chaii-s, discharging or hiring servants, 
etc. It has be«in said, and perhaps with some 
truth, that one of the causes of the frequent 
change of ministries in France is the ease 
with which a minister can take up and lay 
down the household part of his office. 


Besides givin;^ them a furbished house, the 
state also provides a decent salary for its 
ministers. Under the empire they used to 
get 100,000 francs. To-day the sum is re- 
duced to (»0,000. But this is a large salary 
when you take into account the above men- 
tioned perquisites. President Grévy receives 
in all 1,200,000 francs. No wonder, then, that 
there is no end to soi-ial festivities, and that 
a man who is poor out of office can give en- 
tertainments when in office that only million- 
aires would undertake ill private life. For 
instance, M. Goblet, minister of public in- 
struction, invited several thousand people 
last season to a musical and dramatic enter- 
tainment where the leading singers and actors 
of the capital held forth, and where the re- 
freshments were offered on the most elaborate 
and bounteous scale. I have seen baUs at the 
foreign office where they give you at supper 
whole bottles of champagne, which you set 
on your table and use as you might at your 
own house or in a restaurqjat. At the Elysée 
balls the buffets are besieged from 10 o'clock 
until daylight, and an appreciable hole must 
be made in M. Grévy's salary, large though 
it be. 


The etiquette that prevails in French official 
circles is in many particulars very simple, 
though a little more rigorous than that of 
Washington. 
A lady may go to public re- 
ceptions in any kind of dress, but a gentleman 
will not be admitted if he has not doimed a 
"swallow-tail" and a white neck tie. Some 
bucks had the doors of the Elysée shut in their 
face a year or so ago, because they wore pink 
neckties, for some reason or other. 


An English female esthete of the Oscar 
Wilde school, created no little sensation last 
winter at one of M. Grévy's receptions, but 
the ushers never dreamed of stopping her at 
the entrance door, because she was not in low 
neck and had discarded the regulation bustle. 
But let any man thus venture to disregard 
the behests of the tyrant Fashion, and he will 
never be able to shake hands with the president 
of the I^Yench republic. 
The advocates of 
woman's rights should make a note of this 
concession in favor of the fair sex. 


In order to go to an official ball or musical 
a«d dramatic entertainment a ticket of invi- 
tation is necessary, and it is often very hard 
to get one, unie s you are on good terms 
with the American legation, or have friends 
in the chamber or senate. Tûere was such a 
demand for tickets to M. Gk)blet's entertain- 
ment, which has already been mentioned, that 
the rather small parlors of the minister's 
house wei-e so full that nine-tenths of the 
guests could neither heai- nor see anything. At 
M. Grévy's balls you are packed as tight as in 
an elevated railroad car when the surface 
rçads are on a strike. 


li. Floquet, president of the chamber of 
deputies, is' an advanced democrat. 
So 
when he was chosen by his colleagues to the 
high office which he fills with signal ability, 
he decided to give a more popular tone to 
official society. Consequently, he announced 
through the public prints that there would 
be dancing at his receptions, and that no cards 
of invitation would be sent out. Now there 
is a fine big ball room at the president's, and 
his wife is very rich, so that good music and 
good refreshments are never lacking there. 
No wonder, therefore, that at the third ball 
of the series, when the existence of this free 
dancing party had been bruited throughout 
Paris, there was such a Jam that the demo- 


aratic M. Floquet dared not venture on a 
fourth. 


The French are improving in their manner 
of dancing. They have always been fond of 
this graceful amusement; but the walt^ the 
most elegant of steps, has been imtil lately 
very badly executed in all French ball rooms. 
The Boston, that slow, beautiful movement 
which characterizes the American waltzare, 
is befdnning to gain ground in France. 
At 
Pau la 
^mter the Boston wan taught in tto 
dancing schools, and at the last Elysée ball I 
noticed more than one French conplo indnl^- 
ing in tho tmosatlantio step. The French 
round dancers never used to'^verae," bat 
would go round and round lilce a top untfl 
weary and bewildered, when they would rest 
and then begin again their wild whirl 
Now 
they reverse some, I am glad to say, for their 
•wnsake. 


There is ono dass ci French sodety tiiat 
never appears ai these official gatherings of 
tlie republic. I ret or to ttio so-called nobility. 
Outside of tho members of the diplomatic 
corps, who ai-o of course required to bo pres- 
ent, yoa rarely bear announced a duke or a 
duchess, a count or a counteas, oven a baron 
or a baroness; and yet the upper classes of 
this country have a plethora of "titled peo- 
ple," many of whom have no more right to 
their noble name than the late Count Johan 
nes. Some of these gentlefolk are the genuine 
descendants of famous old families, have edu- 
cation, culture and wealth, and would be 
brilliant acquisitions to the often rather hum- 
drum republicans of both sexes, who crowd 
the official drawing rooms. But they will 
have nothing to do with the present order of 
things, which, say what you will, is a great 
source of weakness to the republic. They are 
waiting for the return of king or emperor, 
and if they do not work actively against *the 
powers that be," they at least exert a powerful 
influence passively against the consolidation 
of republican institutions in tiiis country. 
These social gatherings, therefore, teach a 
lesson in current politics, as well as give 
amusement to the governing classes of democ- 
racy. 


In the contest between low-neck and high- 
neck dresses it may be said that the repub- 
lican ladies of France rather lean toward the 
high necks. By this I do not mean to say 
that you do not find bare shoulders at the re- 
ceptions and balls which have just been dwelt 
upon. On tho contrary, the large majority of 
the ladies present would almost put to the blush 
Adam and Eve after the memorable apple 
scene. But when you compare the ladies of 
one of these republican gatherings to the 
ladies found in the drawing room of the noble 
aristocrats, you then see what progress has 
been made by the former towart banishing 
the nude from society. From this point of 
view it may be a good thing that tho fashion- 
able aristocrats stay away from republican 
entertainments. If they continue to do so for 
a few moi-e years, and if the republic does not 
fall in the meanwhile, who knows but that 
the high-necked dress may finally got tb& 
upper hand and relegate its rival to the bal- 
let and the bodies of the demi-monde. If this 
occurs in Paris the low-neck cause wffl be 
lost throughout the whole world, tfor the 
French capital is still the pope of fashion.

CoLUMfius, Aug. 25.—The republican 
state convention convened at 10:20 this 
morning. 
The day is warm and the hall 
crowded.

gation to reach the hall, owing to a fight 
in the delegation. 
Senator Sherman is 
announced to arrive at 1 o'clock p. m.

The committee on permanent organiza- 
tion has selected Governor Foraker for 
chairman and D. Danning, of Columbus, 
secretary. 
It was learned that Senator 
Sherman would not arrive in time to 
perform the duties of chairman, but will 
be at the convention later in the after- 
noon. 


The committee on resolutions was or- 
ganized with Gen. J. Warren Eiefer as 
chairman. 
The committee at 1 p. m. 
did not expect to complete the work until 
later in the afternoon and be ready to 
make a report to the convention. 


ROBINSON NOMINATED. 


On re-assembling. Governor Foraker 
the permanent chairman, made an inter- 
esting speech, which was well received, 
aad General James S. Bobinson was 
nominated by acclamation, for secretary 
of state. 


The re-nomination of Bobison was re- 
ceived with great demonstrations and 
the convention then proceeded to the 
nomination of the balance of the ticket. 
The first was supreme judge and quite a 
number of speeclies were made in plac- 
ing the names before the convention. 
Governor Noyes named Judge Cox, of 
Cincinnati. 
The names of Critchen- 
field, Knowlef", Williams and Dickman 
were presented in order, several speeches 
being made in behalf of each candidate.

Certain Ancient Customs Wbloh Boston 


Kefuses to Abandon. 
[Special Corresponaenco.] 


BOSTON, Aug. 23.—Thé Boston Lancers es- 
corted the governor the other day out to 
Harvard coUego commencenient. The lan- 
cers wear red «oats, flat topped helmets, a 
long white drooping feather, besides their 
trousers and other corporeal appurtenances. 
They are armed with poles. On each pole is 
a red flag. Every lancer is packed about on 
the street by a horse. It is a very old mili- 
tary organization. 
Boston is proud of them. 
They look pretty and are as useless as they 
are pretty. In modem warfare they might 
get within KX) yards of the enemy's line be- 
fore the last lancer was surgically operated 
on and tunneled through by a ball from re- 
peating aifles. 
Their principal use is to pro- 
tect the governor when he is hauled through 
the streets on coUege commencement days. 
They fill the bill in Boston that the lord 
mayor's coach does in London. Here that 
coach would readily pass for a circus chariot, 
and the newly elected mayor, in his purple 
robe, as one of the principal performed. 


Another mediœval Boston institution are 
the fire alai-m beUs. 
They ring simulta- 
neously, though miles apart, whenever a 
hysterical woman "smells somethin' bumin' " 
and turns on the fii-e alarm. To live near a 
Boston tire bell is to be woke up from, one tc 
three times per night from thi-ee to five times 
a week. This both tries and develops an 
evangeh'cal 
patience 
and resignation. A 
.mania prevails here for bell ringing. In 
many of the subm-ban towns within fifteen 
miles of Boston they start the church bell 
regularly at i> o'clock at night, as they have 
done for the last 200 years. There is no 
reason for their doing it, except that they 
have always done it. It is a necessity, cus- 
tom has made it so. In one village, through 
the exertions of certain 
progressives, this 
bed-time ringing was stopped. They were 
obliged to 
resume it. The conservatives 
couldn't sleep without their 9 o'clock peal. 


The chimney sweep is another mediaeval 
feature here. He can be found and hired 
from a certain dingy cellar in Brattle street. 
Ho can be seen after operating on some old, 
aristocratic, blue blooded chimney, like a pur- 
gative, to clear it of soot, returning to his 
hole with his long brnsh, his short brush, his 
scrapers and himself, a walking mass of soot 
and dinginess and a terror to hght summer 
dresses and the wearers inside of them as he is 
wormed toward them by the convolutions of 
the midday crowd on Tremont street. 


I know here in Boston a large business 
house whose head did all he could to discour- 
age a stranger from engaging in an enter- 
prise requii-ing a certain service from that 
house. The stranger was assured that there 
was no money in it, that scores of others had 
in the same way tried and failed. The stran- 
ger by his persistency carried his point and 
the result is an increase of business to said 
firm. 


The head of the firm in this instance did 
npt know that the stranger was tho agent of 
a company with half a million of capital, and 
that the proposition made him was but one of 
several entering wedges, and that the afore- 
said company, for good reasons, desired as 
little publicity as passible in their transac- 
tions. 


The head of that firm imagined at the time 
that he was the dog and the stranger the 
tail. He has since found out, from a finan- 
cial standp«Dint, that he is the tai> and the 
stranger the dog. Still, as there is money in 
it, he swallows his conceit and allows himself 
to be wagged when the dog, by virtue of su- 
perior power, is pleased to send an agitation 
to the caudal machinery. And this is the me- 
diœval Boston business man. 


When you are very "sharp" to outwit a 
bulldog, look sharp that you don't run plump 
on a bulL 


There's a great deal of dahiaging conceit 
here as well as elsewhere, on the part of busi- 
ness men. You will be told hero in various 
ways that you don't know anything about 
business unless you are strictly in the lines 
of the business world, and this l)efore that 
busiiiess world has had any chance of testing 
your capacity or incapacity. 1 know of one 
very strict business man here who is always 
talking of having thin^«« done in strict busi- 
ness fashion, who will sirK>w by his answer to 
another's business letter that he has forgotten 
what was written him, if, indeed, he ever 
really got hold of it. I know of a great cor- 
poration, having scores of branch oitices here, 
whose 
employes, in 
self-protection, 
are 
obliged at times to protest againiit the care- 
less method of sending unknown and un-

GrovefiF and M. Zankoflf, three of its 
members, have been arrested and thrown 
into prison and the old ministry reinstat- 
ed. 
The deception practiced upon them 
by the circulation of the report that 
Prince Alexander had voJnntarily abdi- 
cated, has exasperated the troops and 
civilians alike and the revulsion of the 
popular feeling in favor of tlie deposed 
ruler is as general as it is intense. 
A 
deputation has started out to tind the 
prince and assure him of the loyalty of 
the Bulgarian people and army and to 
endeavor to pursuade him to return. 


BUOHABBST. Aug. 25.—The comman- 
der of the yacht on which it has been 
state Prince Alexander is kept prisoner, 
has telegraphed from Reni, in Bessara- 
dia, to Soiia asking for instructions. 
He received orders to convey the prince 
back to Sofia. Dispatches from Widden 
state that the connter-revolution has 
been successful. 


BT7SSIA'S HANJ>. 


ST. PETEBSBURG, Aug. 25.—Both the 


Vovosfi and the ViedomoHti agree that 
a state of anarchy existing in Bulgaria, 
has rendered Russia's intervention more 
necessary, in order to prev ent its spread 
to the whole Balkan peninsula. 


It is announced here that Prince Alex- 
ander arrived at Reni yesterday and that 
he immediately proceeded to Austria by 
the way of Volotshisk, and that ho was 
in no wise a prisoner.

MOUNT VERNON. 


A Sbrine Wbich is V sited by 
Many Pilgrrlms. 


A pOgriraage that will never cease, while 
Columbia survives, is that which daily makes 
Mount VelTion its mecca. 
The trip is made 
in a steamboat from Washington, and the 
distance is a long sixteen miles. The scenery: 
is channing on this portion of the Potomac. 
Every moving object, from the darky fisher- 
man to the throbbing steamboat, seems to 
move in a drowsy, listless way which is pos- 
itively soothing to the nerves of the visitor 
from the rushing, restless city. 


At last Mount Vernon is reached. 
This is 
announced by the tolling of the steamboat's 
bell and the dipping of her colors. The bell's 
tolling is but a trifling token of r^pect to the 
dead, yet it makes a wonderful impression on 
the visitor when heard for the first time. 
When it is considered that all steamboats 
passing up or down the river in all seasons, 
and possibly for all time, shall honor with a 
tolling bell the beloved remains they pass the 
thought overwhelms oue. 


Mount Vernon has been for the last quar- 
ter century in the possession of an association, 
whose object is its preservation forever to the 
American people, who regard it as their most 
historic treasure. 
The association paid for 
the estato $ii00,000, which sum was contrib- 
uted by the i)eopIe of all the states. The state 
of Virginia has the supervision of the whole, 
though each state has charge of one room. 


The mansion in which Washington lived 
from the time he was 21 years old, when he 
inhei-ited it, until his death, is a wooden 
structure, ninety-six feet long and thirty feet 
deep. 
It comprises two stories and an attic. 
The picture of its exterior, with its long row 
of columns supporting the portico roof, is 
familiar. 


Its closing lines refer to Mount Ver- 
non as follows:

T H E P A B L O B AT MOUNT VERXON. 


In this state parlor, so called, is a beautiful 
mantel of variegated Sienna marble. On its 
panels are sculptured artistically in bas re- 
lief subjects of husbandry and agi icultxire. 
It is about the only thing left in the room 
which Washington once owned. 
The furni- 
ture of the house was unfortunately sold by 
the heirs after the death of Martha Wash- 
ington, and but little has been returned, 
though efTorts are being made constantly to 
secure what is at present scattered as relic« 
in all dii-ectious. 
Much of the furniture are 
careful reprofluctions of the original pieces. 


On the first floor are six rooms used as a 
nmseum for curiosities of a century ago. 
Back of the house carved colonnades lead to 
the family and state kitchens. 
To the rear of 
these are the servant's quarters, consisting of 
small brick houses, and also a brick bam.

that Washington died. 
The arrangements of 
the bed hangings and other furnishings of the 
room are as nearly as possible just as they 
were the night he died. 
Here he slept every 
night from the time he retired from the pres- 
idency on March 4, 1797, until it became his 
deathbeii on the night of Dec. 14 1799. 
He 
died of acute laryngitis, assisted it is claimed 
since by the physicians who, on finding that 
their patient had a sore throat, bled him no 
less than four times. 
The old fashioned ma- 
hogany bedstead, six feet square, is the iden- 
tical one in which he died. 
Here also is the 
little oval medicine stand, the secretary, the 
little table with the crackcd shaving glass, 
the snuff and match box, the fonder and fire 
irons, all in their old-time places. 


The very atmosphere about the place in- 
spires one with reverence. 
This is evidenced 
by the care with which men keep their heads 
uncovered while in this sacred rcwm, while 
no one thinks of sjjeaking above the faintest 
whisper, as if th(» father of his country was 
simply sleeping instead of resting in the tomb 
three hundred yards away.

NEW YORK"Aug. S3.—The French presi- 


dent, the French cabinet ministers and tho 
other high state officials, such as tho presi- 
dents of tho senate and chamber of deputies, 
the prefect or governor of tlio department of 
tho Seine, in which Paris is situated, and tho 
director of the Bank of Franco, are so well 
housed that they can entertain in a- way be- 
fitting their public station, no matter what 
their private fortune may be. 


In "Washington a member of the cabinet 


often lives in a hotel or iu some Louse whose 
rooms aro so small that ho would find trouble 
in accommodating a whist party, not to speak 
of tho multitude* that always responds to a 
public reception. About tho same thing is 
true of the official world of London. But in 
Paris tho situation is quite different. 
Tho re- 


public has inherited from the monarchy and 
empire a largo numlter of palaces, some of 
which wore constructed centuries ago to bo 
the residence o£ princes of the blood, while 
others aro of recent origin, and wore built for 
this or that ministerial department. Thus, 
tho Elyse"e, where President Ore'vy livns, dates 
from 1718, and has had as muster or mistress 
Sfurat, Mme. do Pompadour, 
the great 


Napoleon, who retired hero after Waterloo, 
and here signed his abdication; Wellington, 
Alexander I and Alexander TL 
Louis 


Napoleon, when president, resided in the 


, EIyse"e, and it, was in this same palace that ho 
planned and executed tho coup (ffitat 
that 


made him emperor. 
The president of the 


chamber is lodged in a whig of tho Palais 
Bourbon, and the home of the Princo de 
CondtS; wliilo tho Petit Luxembourg, the resi- 
dence of tho president of tho senate, has 
sheltered Jjonis XVIII, Napoleon and his 
brother Joseph. 


When Gambctta Ijecome president ot tho 


council a fow years ago ho created two or 
three new portfolios, and forthwith tho gov- 
ernment provided the titularies with suitable 
official homes. For example, tho minister of 
commerce was installed in the former embassy 
of Spain on tho quay facing tlio Tuillcrics, 
and thus it happens tbut M. Lockroy, the 
present minister of commerce and a member 
of the Victor Hugo family, a plain man of 
advanced democratic principles, is living in a 
mansion ologant enough for a prince. 


But the high officials of the French Repub- 


lic are not simply provided with a roof and 
four walla. The samo generous stnto fur- 
nishes tbe houses in tho complete fashion. 
Caqjets, curtains, chairs, pictures, dishes, 
kitchen utensils, liwried servants, bed linen, 
everything, hi short, except what tho minis 
tcr^enrs and eats, is given him. When he is 
offered a portfolio ho has simply to pack his 
trunk, call a cub and drive- to the palace of 
which ho is henceforth .tho master, mid when 
tho ministry of which ho is a member faUsbo 
has only to pack the same trunk, take another 
cab and return to his old quarters. In each 
ministerial department there is u special bu- 
reau charged with the business of looking 
after the nt:ileriul wants of the minister, buy- 
ing carpets 'when necessary, mending weak- 
backed chaiiv, discharging or hiring servants, 
etc. It has IHH.-U said, and. perhaps with some 
truth, that ono or tho causes of tho frequent 
change of ministries in France is tho ease 
with which a minister can take up and lay 
down tho household part of his ofllco. 


Besides giving them a furbished bouse, tho 


state also provides a decent salary for Jts 
ministers. Under tho empire they used to 
get 100,000 francs. To-day tho sum is re- 
duced to (illjOOU. ilul this is a largo salary 
when you take info account the above men- 
tioned perquisites. President firevy receives 
in all l.iiOO.OUO francs. No wonder, then, that 
there is no end to social festivities, anil that 
auian who is |>our out, of office can give en 
tortainmenta when in office that only million- 
aires would undertake in private life. For 
nstancc, M. (.tablet, minister of public in- 
struction, invited several thousand people 
hist season to a imiMC-al and dramatic enter- 
tainment whom tlm lending singers and actors 
of tho capital held forth, and where tho re- 
freshments were offered on the most elaborate 
and bounteous scale. I have seen balls at tho 
foreign office whero thoy give you at supper 
wholo bottles of champagne, which you set 
on your table and uso as you might at your 
own house or in a restaunmt. At tho Elyseo 
balls tho bufTots aro besieged from 10 o'clock 
until daylight, and un appreciable hole must 
bo made in M. Grdvy's salary, large though 
it lH!. 


Tho etiquette that prevails in French oflieial 


circles is in many particulars very simple, 
though a litllc more rigorous than Unit of 
Washington. A lady may go to public re- 
ceptions in any kind of dress, but a gentleman 
will not bo admitted if hi; has not donned a 
"swallow-tail" and a white neck tic. 
Some 


bucks hnri the doors of tho Ely.srfo shut in their 
face a year or so ago, liccaiiso they wore pink 
neck lies, for some reason or other. 


An English female f-sthoto of tho Oscar 


Wildo school, created no little-sensation last 
winter at ono of M. {.irevy's receptions, but 
the ushers never dreamed of stopping her at 
tho cntr.-uico door, lxx:auho she w;is not in Ion- 
neck and had discarded tho regulation bustle.

Outeido of tho members of the diplomatic 
corps, who are of course required to bo pres- 
ent, you raroly hear announced a dulto or a 
duchess, a count or a counteaB, oven & baron 
or a baroness; and yet the npper closes of 
this country havo a plethora of "titled peo- 
ple," many of whom have no moro right to 
their noble name than tbe late Count Johan- 
nes. Some of theeegentlefolkarotbo genuine 
descendants of famous old families, have edu- 
cation, culture and wealth, -ind would be 
brilliant acquisitions to the often rathor hum- 
drum republicans of both aeies, who crowd 
the official drawing rooms. But they will 
have nothing to do with the present order of 
things, which, say what you will, is a great 
source of weakness to tho republic. Thoy aro 
waiting for tho return of king or emperor, 
and if thoy do not work actively against "tbo 
powers that be," theyafc least oiert a powerful 
infUencw passively against tho consolidation 
of republican institutions in this country. 
These social gatherings, therefore, teach a 
lesson in current politics, as well as give 
amusement to the governing classes of democ- 
racy. 


In the contest between low-neck and high- 


neck dresses it may bo said that tho repub- 
lican ladies of Franco rather loan toward tho 
high necks. _ By this I do not mean to say 
that you do not find bare shoulders at the re- 
ceptions and balls which havo just boon dwelt 
uixm.

Every moving object, from tho darky Usher-. 
mail to tho throbbing steambout,. seems to' 
move in a drowsy, listjoss way which is i>os-' 
itivoly soothing to tho norvcsof the visitor 
from tho rushing, restless city. 


At last Mount Vernon Is reached. This is 


announced by tho tolling of..the steamboat's 
boll aiul the dipping of her colors. The bell's 
tolling is but a trifling token of respect to tho 
dead, ycfc it makes a wonderful-impression on 
tho visitor when heard for thy ih-sL time. 
When it is considered that .all steamboats- 
passing up or down tho river in all seasons, 
and possibly for all time, shall honor with:a 
tolling bell tho l^'oved remains they pass tho 
thought overwhelms puo. 


Mount Vernon has beon for the last quar- 


ter century in tlio possession of mi association, 
whose object is its preservation forever to tho 
American people, who regard it as their most, 
historic treasure. The association paid for 
tho estate S'JOO.OOO, which sum was contrib- 
uted by tho people of all the states. Thentato 
of Virginia has the. supervision of thti whole, 
though each state has charge of ono room. 


The mansion in which Washington lived 


from tho time ho was 21 years old, when ho 
inherited it, until his death, is a wooden 
structure, ninety-six feet long and thirty foeb 
deep. It comprises two stories and an attic.'

It is about tho .only thing left in tho room 
which Washington onco owned. Tho furni- 
ture of tho houso way unfortunately sold by 
•tho heirs after t.ho donth of Martha Wash- 
ington, and .but little- has been returned, 
though efforts are being made constantly to 
secure what is at present scattered as relics 
iu all directions.
